A Drawing-room meeting was held at the house of Dr. W. H Williamson, 
26th November, 1894, under the presidency of Rev. Dr. Dawson, a leading 
educationalist, and ex-chairman of the Aberdeen School Board. At this 
meeting it was decided to form a branch in Aberdeen, and the following 
Executive Committee was duly elected Professor Scorgie, member of 
School Board; Miss Ward, B.A., Head Mistress Girls’ High School; Mr. 
H. t\ Morland Simpson, Rector Grammar School; Miss J. Knowles, 
Kindergarten Teacher; Mrs. W. Lawson; Mrs. A. Mackay. The 
other officials have not yet been selected, but it is the intention of the 
Committee to hold a public meeting at the end of January, when they hope 
to till up the posts of President, Vice-presidents, etc., with suitable 
workers. There is a promised membership of between 30 and 40 already, 
and this number it is hoped will be augmented at the public meeting. 
The P.N.E.U. did not receive a cordial welcome from the local Press, 
which indeed gave it a rather flattering amount of space in both the daily 
and evening papers. The articles were not written in a serious strain, but 
seemed to treat the matter as a huge joke, and the scheme was treated as 
a fad , rather than the serious undertaking that the P.N.E.U. have 
entered upon with such a sense of responsibility. The writer of the 
articles evidently wrote in ignorance, so must be excused.

London Collegiate School for Girls, Vice-President of the P.N.E.U., and 
for 50 years a pioneer in the cause of Educational Reform.
